model of the more refined oratory 
practiced in the parent state. Nature 
and ease, want of effort, gentleness 
united with sufficient strength, are 
noted as its. enviable characteristics; 
and as it thus approached the tone of 
conversation, so, long after he ceased 
to appear in public, his private society 
is representéd as displaying much of 
his rhetorical powers, and has been 
compared not unhappily, by a late 
writer, to the words of Nestor, which 
fell like vernal snows as he spake to 
the people. 

In 1825, on the anniversary of the 
half century after the Declaration of 
Independence was signed, the day was 
kept over the Union as a grand festi- 
val, and observed with extraordinary 
solemnity. As the clock struck the 
hour when that mighty instrument had 
been signed, another bell was also 
heard to toll. It was the passing bell 
of John Adams, one of the two surviv- 
ing Presidents who had signed the 
Declaration. The other was Jefferson; 
and it was soon learned that he, too, 
had expired in a remote quarter of the 
country. 

There now remained only Carroll to 
survive his fellows; and he had al- 
ready reached extreme old age; but 
he lived yet seven years longer, and, 
in 1832, at the age of ninety-five, the 
venerable patriarch was gathered to 
his fathers. 

The Congress went into mourning 
on his account for three months, as 
they had done for Washington, and for 
him alone.

OUR LATIN CHURCH-HYMNS. 


Written for Our Sunday Visitor by Rev. 
St. Louis University.

In his “Chapters in European History,” Mr. W. S. Lilly says: 
least important chapter in European history is written in the hymns of the 
Christian Church.” Other writers and scholars, even those not of our faith, 
have often commented upon the beauties and splendid meaning of these Latin 
hymns which form such an important part of our liturgy 

These hymns are an embodiment of the spirit, the life, the faith, the 
hope, the aspirations of the Middle Ages. They have been translated again 
and again into different modern languages and of some of them there exists 
more than a score of different versions. 

The private use of liturgical hymns very probably preceded their public | 

“use in the churches. For St. Jerome says that those who in his day went into 


the fields might hear “the ploughman at his hallejujahs, the mower at his | 


-hymns, and the vine-dresser singing David's psalms.” 

Concerning these medieval hymns a re cont writer has said: 
regretted that we have forgotten in these late days that the fundamental 
fanction of the knees is kneeling. The reason is clear, however, Kneeling is 
a manifestation of the emotions, and today it is hardly good taste to show 

Now the spirit of the medieval hymn is the spirit of kneeling, 
the spirit of adoration.” This is true of all our great hymns, and more especi- 
ally of the two sublime sacramental hymns—The Tantum Ergo and the O 
Balutaris Hostia. 

St. Hilary of Poitiers, who died 369, first introduced such hymns into the | 
public worship of the Church. After him, St. Ambrose, the great Bishop of 
Milan, devoted his literary talent to the writing of Latin hymns for liturgical 
purposes. 
in the West. Sublime religious truths, expressed in austere simplicity but in| 
majestic form, are the subject of the hymns of this learned doctor of the | 
Church. Ambrose found many imitators, and a vast number of hymns was | 


composed, not all of which, however, were honored by being introduced into | 


the liturgy of the Church. Seven of these are often collectively called “the | 
greatest mediaeval Latin hymns.” They are the Laus Patriae Coelestis, Veni. 
Creator Spiritus, Veni Sancte Spiritus, Dies Irae, Stabat Mater, the Alleluja | 
Sequence, and Vexilla’ Regis. 

The two most celebrated classes of these compositions— 
exercised the talents of the greatest musical composers and of translators 
into almost all languages, are the Dies Irae (that Day of Wrath, that Dread- | 
ful Day) composed probably by Thomas of Celano, 


‘tthe Franciscan brotherhood. 

After the two sacramental hymns, ‘Shien best known and very often heard 
in our churches, are the two Pentecostal hymns—-the Veni, Creator Spiritus, 
“gind the Veni, Sancte Spiritus. Of the former there are about sixty versions | 
in English and it has sometimes been called “the most famous of hymns.” 
The latter has been styled the “Golden Sequence.” For “it is above all praise, | 
‘because of its wondrous sweetness, clarity of style, pleasant brevity combined | 
‘with wealth of thought, so that every line is a sentence, 

We have, then, in these sacred hymns an element which lends a precious 
charm to our liturgical services, especially to the Solemn High Mass, ai:1 to 
the Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament.

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Indians who éxcelled were promoted 
to chiefs, thus giving a dignity tc 
labor that it had never enjoyed among 
the Indians. The mission had one 
friar to superiftend the buildings and 
religious instruction, and one for the 
field labors in which he always took 
part, teaching “concilio manuque,” a 
latin expression for “by advice and 
example.” 

From this and other similar mis- 
sions, established by Las Casas 
sprang an Indian civilization, of which 
Creya Leon, a contemporary higtor- 
ian, writes: 

“In the greater part of these king- 
doms under the jurisdiction of Las 
Casas, no one can il!treat an Indian; 
they are as much masters of their 
estates and persons as the Spaniards 
themselves. I was in Terra del Fuego 
a few months ago, and the Indians 
said to me, with much satisfaction, 
‘This is a happy time, like the days of 
Tupac’ (an Indian chief held in much 
veneration). 

After the landing of the ships of 
De Soto, Ysabel, Filomena and the 
wounded Almonte were sent under es- 
cort to the mission,- De Soto having 
remained behind to pitch camp and 
put all things in readiness to resist a 
possible invasion by the Caribs. 

Iola, fearing the Spaniards, as she 
aiso feared her own people, left. the 
camp of De Soto to make her way 
through the inextricable chaos of for- 
ests that draped the island.

To diseredit the Catholic religion is to discredit 
Christ’s promiges, since He clearly stated that His 
+ Church would not fall into error, and that the Holy 
' Ghost would ever keep it in truth. 


’To discredit the Catholic Chureh’s authority in 
favor of modern churches is unreasonable, since they 
are absolutely incapable of proving the correctness of 
their tenets; by disclaiming infallibility they confess 
such inability. 


“No” Protestant loses anything by becoming a 
Catholic, while he gains much ; everything his former 
teachers held to be essential he may retain; what he 

-aecepts in addition is what the saints of all ages be- 
lieved and practiced, what thousands, taught by the 
Apostles themselves, died for.

Church of being incompetent to lead men safely to 
Heaven. Then why the severe denunciations! 


Apply the “Safety First’ theory to the most im- 
portant business of one’s life, and one would in- 
evitably be led to unite with the old Church. If the

Which the:holiest men ‘of antiquity professed, which - 
all Christians for many centuries held to, be not a safe 
one, what about modern religions, which are scarcely 
known by name in many countries even now, which 
had no existence whatever four hundred years ago, 
whose members disagree among themselyes concern- 
ing “what must I do to possess eternal life’? 
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Too many people do not study from a thirst for 
truth; they show-no willingness to accept it, unless it 
chances to appeal to them; convict them from the 
Bible and they appeal to Tradition; convict them from 
Tradition and they appeal to reason; convict them 
from.reason and they. appéal to their own private pre- 
dilections. What is for them is an authority which 
their opponents must not question; what is against 
them is no authority at all. 
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There is a tendency, which has grown more and 
more-since the so-called Reformation to make religion 
subjective, People are swayed very much by slogans. 
They say they believe in “individual responsibility”, 
in “private judgment”; and they like to believe that. 
religion is something entirely personal. In other 
words, they believe in making their religion for God, 
instead of accepting His religion for themselves. How 
can they call themselves believers? Private judgment 
makes faith an impossibility, because faith is beheving 
upon authority, and they are rejecting authority. Re- 
fusal to submit to the teachings of a divinely commis- 
sioned Church is equivalent to a rejection of faith. 
There is nothing more fundamental to those who 
would be direct followers of Christ than to obtain a 
correct conception of the Church. There are very few 
outside of Catholics, Greeks and Anglicans, who today 
have the true view. Other Christian denominations 

_ repudiate, at least in practice. the idea of a visible 
Church. “Membership in the Church with them con- 
sists in the acceptance of Jesus as one’s personal
